~ Phe caufe for poftponingthe difcifiton of the 
‘Lottery bill from Monday to Tuefday not being ge- 
nérally underftood, we beg to explain the matter 
more particularly to our readers. The Houfe of 
Lords had altered the time when the principal claufe 
in the bill was to take place, from the roth of Fe- 
bruary until the 14th. The Speaker explained this 
to the Houfe of Commons on Monday, and a debate 
was likely to take place, which Mr Fox objected to, 
as it would tend to interrupt the more important af- 
fairs to come before them. Mr Pitt, after acknow- 
ledging the exclufive power of the Commons in all 
cafes of money bills, faid, that the amendments 
which the Hoafe of Lords had pafled were not fuch 
as affected the abfolute difpofal of the penalty, or the 
mode by which it was levied. It was only co alter 
the time of the taking effeS’ of a claufe whith, in 
reality, was not a claufe in the faid bill, but only a 
regulation and enforce of one in a former bill. - And: 
as the alteration of this time was that of making the 
date, when the perfon fhould become liable to the 
penalties, commence at the 14th inftead of the toth 
of February, he could not conceive it any iafringe- 
ment of the Eloufe’s privileges in their grants of pub+ 
lic monies. ‘The alteration was beitdes abfolutely 
neceflary, for it was fixed at the roth of Febroary, 
and this being the 12th, when the bill was aot pal- 
fed, perfons would be liable to the penalries of the 
aét before it really was a law. But as it was likely 
there might be a difference of opinion on the fubjea, 
he agreed with Mr Fox in deterring its’ confidera- 
tion until ihe following day.
